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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because the sign "3" is used for two different 
elements (see Figure 2); the sign "61" on page 5 is missing from the drawings. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application 
must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
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improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the 
abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of 
the invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1 ) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains legal 
phraseology (e.g., comprises) and refers to purported merits of the device. Correction 
is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 
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5. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the sign "14" 
in Figure 2 is missing from the specification; and because it contains idiomatic English, 
that is, improper grammar, e.g., page 1, lines 17-20. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , it is not clear where the preamble ends and the body begins because 
of the use of multiple transitional phrases, "comprises" and "improvement comprises". 
Therefore, it is not clear if this is Jepson type claim or not. There is no positive 
antecedent basis for "the front end" and "the surface". 

In claim 7, line 3, there is no positive antecedent basis for "the car". 

In claims 10 and 11, lines 2-3 and line 2, respectively, there is no positive 
antecedent basis for "the case". 

In claim 10, line 5, the "can" language is confusing, in that, it is not clear if the 
protruding portion engages into the penetrating hole or not? 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-1 1 appear to be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the structure, inter-alia 
of the supplementary power apparatus having a handler, an elastic component, a 
buckling component and a release button, wherein the handler is pivotally attached to 
the main body and extends to form an extruding portion that contacts against the rim of 
the hammer such that when the handler is moved the hammer is pushed inward to 
press the elastic component and one end of the buckling component contacts the 
release button while the other end extends into the groove to hold the hammer in 
position until the release button is depressed. 

The closest prior art discloses a handle (14) with a tip for engaging the rim of a 
hammer but lacks the buckling component and release button, see Wang, U.S. Patent 
6,766,933. As shown in Figures 2 and 3, as the handler 14 is pressed down the 
hammer is raised against the force of the spring 1 3 until further compression of the 
handler causes the tip of the handler slip passed the rim. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

The prior art references cited but not relied upon were cited to shown similar 
devices in the art.
